New Canal Needed 


Panama WIIl Soon Be Too Small for 
World’s Commerce 
It fs proposed that the America 
continent should be cut through again. 
The present Panama Canal is used 
by an'ever-increasing number of ships, 
and all the authorities are agreed that 
in fifteen years’ time it will be quite 
inadequate for the world’s commerce. 
There is a possibility that, instead 
of making a second canal at Panama, 
the Nicaraguan route may be follow- 
ed. . This was the original plan of the 
Americans before they: took over the 
French works at Panama, and as far 
back as 1826 a survey was undertaken 
there on behalf of a British company. 
Owing’ to climatic causes ships 
would have to spend 43 hours more on 
the Nicaraguan réute than by way of 
Panama, but against this the distance 
to San Francisco and: New York ends 
of the Nicaraguan Canal .would.be 500 | 
miles shorter than from the ends of 
the Panama Canal.
